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Agricultural  Trade  Surplus  Rises  in 
October  -  The  agricultural  trade 
surplus  rose  $166  million  from  the 
previous  month  to  $1 .2  billion  as 
export  growth  outpaced  imports.  The 
cumulative  farm  trade  surplus  for 
January-October  1990  totaled  $13.6 
billion,  $900  million  below  the  same 
period  a  year  ago. 

Agricultural  Exports  Higher  in 
October  -  U.S.  agricultural  exports 
rose  more  than  $300  million  to  $3 
billion  in  October.  Led  by  a  28 
percent  increase  in  horticultural 
product  exports,  rising  commodities 
also  included  soybeans,  tobacco,  live 
animals,  meat,  and  rice.  Wheat 
exports  fell  $73  million,  and  corn  and 
cotton  exports  fell  slightly. 

However,  exports  were  $300  million 
lower  than  a  year  earlier  in  October. 
Reduced  soybean  exports  accounted 
for  most  of  this  decline.  While  slightly 
higher  than  September,  October  1990 
soybean  shipments  were  the  lowest 
for  any  October  since  the  1960’s. 

October’s  wheat  exports  fell  $73 
million  from  September  as  export 
volume  fell  530,000  tons  and  the 
export  unit  value  fell  below  $120  per 
ton  for  the  first  time  since  mid-1988. 
China  was  the  largest  single  U.S. 
customer  in  October,  receiving 
341 ,000  tons,  while  Algeria  and  Egypt 
together  received  416,000  tons. 

Other  important  customers  included 
Japan,  Pakistan,  Peru,  Korea,  and  the 
Philippines.  There  were  no  wheat 
shipments  to  the  Soviet  Union  in 
October  for  the  third  consecutive 
month. 

The  volume  of  corn  exports  rose 
slightly  in  October,  but  prices  fell 
slightly.  Exports  totaled  2.7  million 
tons,  with  Japan-the  largest 
customer-accounting  for  about 
one-third  of  the  total.  Exports  to  the 
Soviet  Union  resumed,  but  barely 
exceeded  100,000  tons.  During 


'o 

October  1989,  nearly  1  million  tons  of 
U.S.  corn  was  shipped  to  the  Soviet 
Union,  but  shipments  in  1990  have 
been  negligible  since  June.  Besides 
Japan,  other  significant  markets 
during  October  1990  included 
Taiwan-accounting  for  334,000 
tons-Mexico  and  Egypt-each 
receiving  more  than  200,000  tons. 
October’s  com  export  unit  value  fell  to 
$110  per  ton  from  $117  per  ton  in 
September,  but  remained  higher  than 
12  months  earlier. 

Agricultural  Imports  Rise  in 
October  -  U.S.  agricultural  imports 
rose  9  percent  in  October  to  just  over 
$1.9  billion.  Increases  in  fruits  and 
vegetables,  coffee,  meat,  and  other 
products  more  than  offset  decreases 
in  sugar  and  tobacco.  (Stephen  A. 
MacDonald,  202-219-0822) 


Major  Markets  -  Japan  was  the 
largest  single  market  for  U.S. 
agricultural  exports  in  FY  1990,  as  it 
has  been  every  year  since  the  early 
1960’s.  Exports  to  Japan  even 
exceeded  exports  to  all  of  Western 
Europe  combined,  which  totaled  $7.3 
billion.  Canada  became  the  second 
largest  market  in  FY  1990  as  revised 
procedures  for  reporting  trade  data 
eliminated  undercounting.  Before 
January  1990  nearly  40  percent  of 
all  U.S. agricultural  exports  to 
Canada  went  unreported,  resulting  in 
a  lower  rank  for  Canada  in  FY  1989. 
Had  undercounting  been  eliminated 
in  FY  1989,  Canada  would  have 
ranked  second  rather  than  fifth. 

Other  significant  year-to-year  shifts 
in  rank  among  the  top  15  were 
advances  by  Hong  Kong  and  Saudi 
Arabia,  and  Iraq’s  decline  from  12th 
to  16th.  U.S.  agricultural  exports 
to  Iraq  totaled  $497  million  in  FY 
1990  before  ending  with  the  U.N. 
embargo,  compared  with  $791 
million  in  FY  1989.
